Conversion of 


'Big Inch' to Gas 


a Mixed Blessing 


The Texas Eastern Transmission 
corporation honors me with 
a 


beautiful booklet tolling the peace- 
time story of "Big Inch — the pipe- 
line America built to carry oil for 


* 


"Big Inch" and its sister line 
kittle Inch" were converted to 
gas carriers, and the second an- 
nual report o£ 
Texas 
Eastern 


(headquarters Shreveport) 
indi- 
cates that as a financial venture 
the conversion has been a com- 
plete success. 


Texas Eastern in 1048 had oper- 


ating revenues of 32V& million dol- 
lars, and earned a net return of 
5 ',2 million. 


The Big and Little Inch pipeline 
system totals 1,253 miles of 24- 
inch pipe; 1,584 miles of 20-inch; 
72 miles of 16-inch; and 119 miles 
of .smaller line — a total of 3,028 
miles of pipe, 
_ "Big Inch" begins at Longviow, 
Texas; "Little Inch" at Houston 
and Texas City, Texas; and the 
two, joining at Little Kock, con- 
tinue as 
a parallel system of 


lines all the way to New York 
City. 


The conversion from oil to gas 


was a venture or huge figures. 
. Twenty-one compressor 
stations 
had to be built, with an, installed 
horsepower of 239,900. The corp- 
oration spent on property additions 
alone in 1948 a total of 24 million 
dollars — nearly a year's income 
and the total plant investment of 
the converted "Inch" lines now 
stands their owners 172 millions. 


This is a huge, successful and 


worth-while business. There is only 
one lament about the whole picture. 
It is taking industrial gas away 
from us instead of bringing indus- 
try to us. It is powering the exist- 
-ing plants of Pittsburgh, 
Phila- 


delphia and New York, instead of 
persuading more of them to pull up 
stakes and move to the Southwest 
because of dwindling gas reserves 
of their own section. • 


The Texas Eastern corporation 
takes note in its annual report of 
what might be an unfriendly tax- 
action on the part of the State of 
Louisiana. Louisiana in 1948 raised 
the rate on gas-gathering taxes. 
One-eighth of the increase is ab- 
sorbed by the original gas produe- 
. ers, the other seven-eighths by the 
Texas Eastern corporation — but 
the corporation's seven-eighths is 
eventually passed on to the Eastern 
manufacturers who buy its gas. 


You might think Louisiana's ac- 


tion would tend to keep the South- 
west's gas at home, but the Texas 
Eastern corporation says: 


"A significant factor in the sky- 


rocketing demand for natural gas 
has been that it it not the result of 
a trend toward purchasing a su- 
perior fuel at a premium price, but 
rather the result, quite often, of 
attempts to economize through pur- 
chasing natural gas at a cheaper 
rate than either oil or coal. The 
rising pi-ices of competing fuels 
have not been accompanied by 
corresponding increases in natural 
gas prices, and as a consequence 
the premium fuel of natural gas 
now sells at a bargain rate in 
many localities." 


_. I think Texas Eastern's premise 
is ^correct. In other words, native 
fuels back East are so high that 
the gas carrier has a big enough 
margin to meet almost any event- 
uality. 


The owners of the "Inch" lines 
represent the courage and daring 
of successful financial venturers. 
But not for our section. The peace- 
time workout doesn't promise much 
for anybody down here except the 
state treasurers. 


But at that, I'd rather live whore 
gas is cheap enough to be exported 
than back yonder where fuel is 
so scarce or high that it has to be 
brought in from 1,500 miles away. 


In the long run industry 
will

deported from the Soviet union. 


The Soviet press carried a brief 


announcement thsi mornin g.say 
announcement this morning, say- 
ing "the arrested American woman 
journalist A. Strong was deported 
from the U. S. S. R." 


The brief announcmont did not 


slate where she was deported.

nounced in the Moscow press Feb 
& 35. 


Two days after her arrest the 
Soviet ministry of foreign 
affairs 


confirmed to the U. S. embassy in 
Moscow that she had been arr^st- 
ed for spying and "subversive ~ac- 
tivities" and would be deported 


Foy Kohler, charge d'affaires at 
the U. S. embassy, said he 
had 


received no word of the disposition 
of the case of Miss Strong. 


Miss Strong. 64-year-old 
writer 
has consistently expressed a pro'- 
, Soviet point of view in her prolific 
« literary efforts. She has been in 


Moscow most of the time for the 
past -2« years, during which time 
she wrote many books and art! 
cles.

Dr. Pink B. Carrigan, -aged 78, 


died at 12:30 p.m. today- at his 
home here. He had been ill for a 
long time. 


A native of Washington, Ark., Dr. 


Carrigan received his medical de- 
gree from Washington University of 
St. Louis. He was physician for the 
Mexican Cntral Railway of Tam- 
pico, Mexico for 10 years and came 
to Hope in'1908 where he had lived 
and practiced medicine ever since. 


He was in Mexico at the time of 
the Yellow Fever epidemic and 
contacted the disease himself. For 
his services during that time he 
was honored by the Mexican Gov- 
ernment. 


Dr. Carrigan was one of the fore- 


most authorities on wildlife and, 
nature in Arkansas. 


He is survived by a brother, 
Dolph Carrigan of Hope, four niec- 
es, Mrs. Carter McGregor of Wichi- 
ta Falls, Texas, Mrs. Claud Simp- 
son of Cleveland, Ohio, Mrs. Vic- 
tor Perdue 
of Shreveport, 
Miss 


Nancy Ruth Carrigan of Hope, two 
nephews, Joe B. of Wichita Falls, 
Texas and William Carrigan of the 
U. S. Army. 


Funeral services will be held at 
his home on North Elm -Street at 
2 p.m.

ation budget has jumped its first 
hurdle in the 57th general assem- 
bly. 


The Arkansas house, acting as a 


committee of the whole, 
passed 


the proposed 
appropriation 
after 


more than a wek's debate 
over 


the way the measure was written. 


Yesterday's approval 
was 
ac- 


companied by 
a 
warning 
from 


Rep. L. H. Autry of 
Mississippi 


county, house 
budget 
committee 


chairman. He said the legislature 
should take hasty action on ap- 
propriation bills. 


In his appeal, 
Autry 
declared 


that "you are about to appropriate 
about $10,000,000 more than is in 
sight x x x." 


A bill by Rep. L. H. Chastainof 
Sebastian county to place a $1 a 
barrel tax on beer was defeated. 
Ihe tax would have been used to 
pay p e n s i o n 's for non-tin- 
employes of cities

Washington, Feb. 22 — UB— The 


Hoover commission said today re- 
organization of the agriculture de- 
partment could save taxpayers at 
least $30,000,000 a year. Also,

farmers a lot of confusion. 


In a report to congress, the com- 


mission 
recommended 
a 
broad 


overhauling of the department — 
both in Washington and in the 
field—and transfer to it of some 
food and land activities now car- 
ried on 
by 
other 
governmental 
agencies.

From the farmer's 
standpoint, 


perhaps the most important 
rec- 
ommendation is one which would 
unify the department's farm-flung 
activities 
in 
each 
agricultural 


county to end what the commis- 
sion called "duplications, overlap- 
pir.gs and of ten conflicting 
poli- 
cies." 


The commission, 
a 
bipartisan 


group on government 
reorganiza- 


tion headed by former President 
Herbert Hoover, commended 
the 


department as a "vital and effec- 
tive" agency in carrying out pro- 
grams of value to farmers 
and 


consumers. 


But its rapid growth has result- 


ed, 
the 
report 
said, 
in 
what 


amounts to a "loose confederation 
of independent bureaus and agen- 
cies" which often "overlap and 
duplicate." 


Two members of the

commission 
dissented from 
the 
estimate that. the suggested . reor- 
ganization woufd Save $80,000,000 a 
year. The dissenters, Dean Ache- 
son, who now is secretary of,state, 
and James H. Rowe, Jr., explained 
they did not believe that-the esti- 
mated savings 
had been 
"sub- 


jected to enough scrutiny."

curacy since all four landed in so 
small an area.

larger crater, even if loaded with 
only ordinary charges.

income tax collections, $4,000,000. 


Legislation to permit the state to 


take title to abandoned personal 
property, $1,500,000.

Are Wise Enough to Be Young

—Sometime, 


somewhere, an oak tree is going 
to decide to grow back into 
an 
acorn again. 


It's going to do it just for the 


heck of it—just for fun. It's going 
to do it just because it suddently 
decided there's more pleasure 
in 


growing young than there 
is in 


growing up. 


And there is. 
Trying to grow younger graceful- 


ly has been a lifelong hobby with 
me. At least it has been ever since 
I discovered the prime course of 
civilization is it tends to make peo- 
ple old before their time. But why 
should anybody ever grow old in- 
side? 


The oldest people today are tiie 


young people. They arc a sad peo- 
ple, 
too, in a way that only old 


young people can be sad. 


This has been impressed 
upon 


me a-new by a weekend attend- 
ance at the Georgia Press Institute 
here, home of the University of 
Georgia. I felt a curious 
kinship 


with the students 
here, 
because 


meeting 
and 
> talking 
to 
them 


brought back memories of a time 
when I was as elderly and trou- 
bled in spirit as they arc. 1 sur- 
vived those bitter days — my own 
four years and years later, 
they 


will 
suddenly 
find 
themselves 


younger and happier. 


Growing up is a:^ awful 
trou- 


bling experience. 
I don't know 


why people go through with it. Be- 
cause once you are grown up, you 
realjze immediately that the only 
thing to do is to try to grow back 
the- other way again. That is, to 
try to grow young and smart and 
fresh of mind again. 


For the heart and mind are the 


only true calendars of age. There 
is no fool like an old fool, yes. 
But there is no greater fool than 
one who lets himself be old before 
he buys a tombstone. 


What are Ihe real advantages of 


growing up? If just 
growing 
up 


taught a man or 
woman t o be 


tolerant gentle, kinci or modest, 


it would be a wonderful thing. If 
growing up made a man or woman 
more selfless and anxious to serve 
his kind or fashion Ihe world into 
;i fairer garden, It would be a 
fine thing, too. 


That is really growing up. 
But 


that kind ot growing up usually is 
measured 
by 
suffering 
or 
ioss 
rather than the number of candles 
on a birthday cake. The agony of 
an instant often adds more stature 
to the soul than the petty frictions 
of many years. People generally 
grew up—or fall apart— after they 
learn they arc going to have to do 
without, 
forever, 
something 
or 


some one that meant almost 
as 


much to them as breath. 
Other- 


wise growing up is pretty much 
an undignifed catalogue of minor 
physical changes — all bad. 
You 


bulge out where you used to bend 
in. The barber spends 
less 
and 
less time cutting the hair on your 
head. He spends more and more 
lirnc weeding it out of your ears. 
You have fewer dreams — but you 
walk in your bleep more in the 
day time. 


No wonder kids in college feel 


sad. The world calls them "the 
hope of tomorrow", because it isn't 
ready for them —. or their ideals 
—today. They have; 
reached 
the 


peak. They are corssiug that mys- 
tic chasm beUven childhood and 
adulthood, 
that 
one-way 
bridge 
called "ynnving up."

Not enough pickets were killed 


by law-abiding citizens during the 
anarchy which gave birth to the

ment forsook the good citizens. A 
few killings then wouid have pre- 
served the right of the citizen to 
go about any lawful business un- 
molested, 
no 
matter 
what 
an 


other citizen or group might think 
ot him or his business 


However, we have had two sal- 
u'a.r.v killings within the last year 
which have been endorsed by trial 
juries in homicide cases. Both de- 
fendants were Negroes. 


One killed his man in Waterloo 
la., the other got his picket in Na- 
tional City, Ills., iust across the 
river from St. Louis. 


Here I go into particulars, I w^nt 
to recall that .the governor of Min- 
nesota gave partisan 
encouraee- 


mcnt to rioters involved in 
the 


same chain of strikes at sore spots 
in Minnesota. This was the chain- 
strike action of the packinghouse 
workers of the C. I. O. against

Five local white 
citizens of position testified as to 
Roberts' cood character, including
